In the Malagasy subregion records of the family Megalyridae are known only from 
Madagascar. The family is apparently absent from all other islands in the region. Until 
present, five species of the genus Dinapsis WATERSTON, 1922 have been recorded. 
Nothing is known about the biology of the genus Dinapsis.
